2 On July 11, 2012, the Federal Election Commission notified your client. Patriot Majority 
4 USA, of a complaint alleging violations of certain sections of the Federal Election Campaign Act 
G| of 1971, as amended. A copy of the complaint was forwarded to your elient at that time. 

On November 17, 2015, the Commission considered the complaint but was equally 
divided on whether to find reason to believe that your clients violated 52 U.S.C. § 30118(a). 
Accordingly, the Commission closed its file in this matter. One or more Statements of Reasons 
providing a basis for the Commission's decision may be forthcoming.
